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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over 
applicant submitted prior art as shown in figures 5-6 [AAPA, hereinafter] in view of 
Carlson, deceased et al. [US 5,055,071]. 

Regarding claims 1 and 3, AAPA discloses a fuse element (figure 5) comprising: 

- a pair of flat terminal portions for arranged in parallel; 

- a fusible portion (5) provided between inner edged of the flat plate terminal 
portions; 

- an insulating housing (2) into which the fuse element is inserted so as to cover 
the inner edges and upper edge of the flat terminal portions and the fusible portion, the 
insulating housing including a pair of the housing bodies (2a) mutually connected at 
upper and thereof so as to form an upper wall portion of the insulating housing and a 
flap (2b) integrally formed at one side edge of an opening opposing the upper wall 
portion through a thin walled hinge (8) joined to the other side edge of the opening. 
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AAPA discloses disclose the instant invention except for the flap having a distal 
end edge to be joined to another side edge of the slit opening. 

Carlson, deceased et al. disclose a fuse assembly (figures 1-3) having a 
rotatable flap (14) integrally formed one side edge of the fuse contained a plurality of slit 
openings (28, 30) and joined/secured to another side edge of the slit openings by 
means of a locking pawl (1 5). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to use the locking pawl design of Carlson, deceased et al. with the 
flap of AAPA in order to protect the fuse portion. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 and 3 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
